the New Testament is the “Alexandrine,” to be seen. under:

Mr. Gregory argues that, as we do not know 
what the original writer wrote, ib is useless to refer to ae 
as evidence. . 

Mr. Gregory's argument goes too far. How is it that 
all the world over Christians exist, and are perfectly satisfie 
with the New Testament as an authority ? Christ said 
“He.who willeth to know of the teaching will know whethe 
it be of God." Science calls this Experimental Verification 
And the world has been satisfied with it, while St. Paul's 
teaching is in harmony with the Gospels. 

The original writings were probably in papyrus, ana 
as copies were few at first, the flimsy texture would soon 
"copyists" came forward. These wer 
bound to be accurate, or no one would have employed; 
them. Thus, they were as nearly identical as possible, 
but as was natural here and there words and phrases igo; 
altered, which scholars can now detect, and the "inter 
lined" edition of the R.V. inserts them by writing the tv 
one over the other. But on the whole, the text is undoub 
‘edly preserved, for the Bible is unique, the internal :e 
dence of each book speaks for itself, and' the Christian 
world has found it sufficient to teach what the Christiái 
life must be.
